system would in great measure be rectified 
bythe competition which would ensue among 
the different districts to obtain a. larger 
share of the trade, and that the power and 
influence of: the native guilds possessing 
monopolies of various branches of trade 
would be greatly lessened; prices in the 
consuining districts would be lowered, and 
demand * proportionately increased. . Of 
course. the Ohiueso Authovitiss will place 
every obstacle in the way-of tho extension 
of intercourse between the main body of 
the Chinese people. and. foreign” traders. 
‘This has always been dune and iwust be ex- 
pected.. The monopolist guilds probably 
aid and abet the authorities in-this course. 
Ishould nut.be far wrong in sayhig-that 
the inandarins have never yet :made the 
slightost concession to commerce until 
they found themselves compelled to it. 
‘Their. ‘present: objection is a clever sug: 
gestion’ of the ‘expense. now - attending 
the establishment of Consulates and Ous- 
tom Houses ‘at every place opened.

officials. -Thia Chamber should not* only

ATTACK ON EUROPEANS BY 
' OHINESE, 
(Shanghai Evening Courier, March 8.) 


Last ovening at 8 p.m. naeriousand mur. 
derous attack was made on six’ Europeans 
by Chinese villagers on the Pootung:side, | 

Mr Grant of Boyd & Co., Messrs Long- 
fellow and Paterson of the same firm, Mr 
Gamwell, engineor of the’ Jslund Queen, Mr 
Leonaril, and another, landed from a steas 
ter near Colliars’ Dock, aril walked to- 
wards Shanghai, “When about a mile be 
low the Royal Naval Yard, they were walk- 
ivg single filo aud observed that ono. of 
their number who had made a slight detour 
to escape jumping a creek did not appear. 
They accordingly turned round to‘look for 
him. On turning round they heard a noise 
as of something being wrong, and were'pro- 
cseding towards. the place when Mr Grant 
was suddeply struck on'the head and fell to. 
the.ground, He-was then cut’ over the 
head by bamboos armed witli knives. A. 


‘| number of men seized him, bound his arms 


tightly over -bamboo behind bis back, and 
after maltreating him, began to drag him 
across a field; whon they were doing soa 
man from the village. reasoned with the 
others ‘and endeavoured to prevent them . 
injuring’ Mr -Grant: further. Taking ‘ad- 
vantage of this respite Mr Grant escaped 
and in the dark ran into a deep. ditch where 
being unable: to oxtricate himself on account * 
of his wounds and his hands being tied, he 
remained until assistéd. Mr Louigfellow 
when going to the assistance of Mr Grant 
had a cnt over the head which cleft his hat 
in two, but did not othorivise hurt him, and 
he suceeeded in defending himself from 
further injury, : 

- In the meanwhile Mr, Gamwell while en- 
deavouring to seize one of the bamboos was - 
knocked down from behind arid then cut 
over the head. Two men act to work ag if 
to kill him while auothey beat a gong beside 
them, From this oritical position he was 
rescued by tha sergeant of river police: He 
was on board the Harbour master’s hulk and 
heard the cries of the Europeans and the 
beating of gongs, and immediately landed, 
and arrived just in time to alarm the’ scoun- 
drels who were standing over Mr. Gamwell, - 
Help was procured, and Mr. Paterson who 
had been knocked down insenaible aud al- 
lowed to lie -unmolested,- and. Mr. Grant, 
were extricated from their painful position, 
The others were uthurt,-. The injured men 
wore taken on board the Hulk. When vie 

faited shortly by-Drs. Henderson and Thin, 

it was found that Br. Grant had sustaiqed 
fracture of both boues of the arm, was bade 
ly cut on the head and faco, and was other: 
wise injured. Mr. Gamvell “hada large” 
gash over the bead and was. injured inthe 
ley, Mr. Paterson has siwply been stupie 
fied by the blow, * :
